RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

Sir: 

This paper is responsive to the Examiner's August 19, 2004 Official Action. 

The Examiner found that the claims of the instant application, which are directed to 
Random Access Memory (RAM) devices, describe three distinct inventions. The Examiner therefore 
required that the application be restricted to one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. §121 : 

L Claims 1-18, drawn to a RAM device and method for using the same; 

II. Claims 19-30, drawn to a semiconductor memory device and an integrated circuit device; 
and 

HI. Claims 31-38, drawn to a semiconductor memory device and a method for using the same. 

Applicants respectfully assert that the restriction requirement is improper and should be 
withdrawn, since each Group is generally drawn to RAMs and methods for using the same, and it is 
believed that a complete search for one Group would require a search of most, if not all, of the 
individual classes and subclasses for the other Groups. Accordingly, Applicant submits that an 
examination of these Groups would not impose a serious burden on the Examiner. Where, as here, "[i]f 
the search and examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the examiner 
must examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct inventions." 
M.P.E.P. §803. 
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Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the restriction requirement be reconsidered 
and withdrawn and that all of the pending claims in the application be examined together in this 
application, or, alternatively, Applicant hereby elects Group I, claims 1-18, for prosecution in this 
application.
